Hospital cases in Palm Beach and 
Broward counties numbered 13#. 
Red Cross authorities announced 
today they had received $871,357 in 
large donations. 
The am o u n ts of 
the small checks have not yet been 
totalled. 
Buzzards are leading searchers to 
additional bodies in the Everglades 
area.

W. F. SCHH LINC recently addressed the Lions club at Aitkin 
and so important art* the thoughts conveyed that we take the lib­ 
erty of quoting in full from the Aitkin Independent Age. 
The main point brought out by Mr. Schilling is that oleomar- 
geline and booze are foes of the dairy business. Bring back liquor 
and you reduce the consumption of milk. 
Leave a larger supply 
of milk on hand and more butter will be made with a consequent 
depression of the butter market. 
The materials which go into the making of oleomargarine 
seem to escape the tariff. They should be taxed, in justice to the 
farmer who competes with the substitute by furnishing honest, to 
goodness butter. 
“ This is a dairy country and state and county and practically 
all ot the outside money that is brought into your town is from 
the marketing of butterfat,” said Mr. Schilling. 
"Your cream­ 
eries paid out last year about $500,000 in cash to its patrons, 
which went into circulation in the local community and was dis­ 
tributed in paying bills and enriching the entire community, yet 
it did not deplete your farms one bit and even made them better. 
"If I were a merchant here and wanted to do the most p o ssi­ 
ble for the farmers I would refuse to sell oleomargerine in my 
store as it is a cheap imitation of the real article and contains 
scarcely any food value as a food product and is made from copra 
and other vegetable oil that are produced in vast quantities in the 
Orient at a cost of only very cheap labor and a trained monkey. 
“Our farmers work hard, must buy clothes, fuel and food and 
pay taxes to support our schools and roads. 
"There is a tariff of 12 cents per pound on butter to protect 
the farm er from foreign competition yet there is no tariff on the 
millions of pounds of copra that comes in from the South Sea Is­ 
lands to make an inferior product to compete with our farmers 
butter. 
“Soon there may be a surplus of butter and then there may 
be a cry from farmers to have a McNary-Haugen bill to equalize 
conditions at home and abroad. A much better plan would bt' for 
those interested in our farmers now to eat their product and also 
to teach fanners as well to eat their own product,” 
Mr. Schilling also said that the consumption of milk in Amen 
ica was 43 gallons per capita for three years before the enactment 
of the Volstead Aet and immediately after the enactment of that 
act it jumped to 53 gallons per capita and has been climbing evei 
since until it is now 59 gallons. 
"How does that allect our farmers?” asked Mr. Schilling. "I. 
is just this. 
ll all that extra milk consumed had been put into 
butter we would have a surplus of butter today and consequently 
lower prices.” 
If people in the restaurants of America had been drinking 
beer instead of milk last year 509,000,000,000 pounds more milk 
would have been left to go into butterfat. 
In spite of what your

It is not too much to say that 
the twenty-six laws passed by that 
Congress, which were Initiated and 
supported by us, are of far more im­ 
portance to American agriculture than 
all the legislation relating to Agri­ 
culture passed since the adoption of 
our Constitution.” 
Though much bas been done to ame 
Barato the farmers’ situation, still 
more remains to be done, for there 
exists today a depression In Agricul­ 
ture which in the best Interests of all 
of the people, must be relieved. 
Women in Government 


Since the beginning of civilization, 
the right to vote, which is the right 
to have a decisive voice in tho affairs 
of government, lins boon coveted and 
fought for. 
When obtained, it has 
been cherished 
by IU 
possessors; 
hedged around with restrictions and 
qualifications; and extended to others 
only with 
reluctance. 
During 
the 
early period of our own government 
it was not every free man who was 
entitled to vote. 
Our present policy 
of universal suffrage is the growth of 
the years, 
and the 
recognition of 
woman’s rights was particularly slow. 
My personal stand ou the question 
was at all times firmly and openly iu 
favor of permitting women to vote. 
it is known and recognized that my 
active aid and support were instru 
mental to no small degree in procur 
ing the action of the Senate on June 
4, 1919, by which the 19th Amendment 
to the Constitution was proposed to 
the legislatures of the several states, 
and woman’s right to the ballot be 
came effective August 26. 1920. 
The mere right to vote, uot exer 
cised, is useless. As a matter of duty, 
women as well as men should exercise 
that right. 
There are iu the United 
Slates today between twenty six and 
tweuty-seveu million women over the 
age of twouty-oue, entitled to vote. 
As the years pass, these women are 
becoming increasingly alive to their 
opportunity to take a large and impor 
taut part in the management and con 
trot of the cauutry’s affairs; to eu 
force recognition, 
chaule aud 
im 
prcvemeut in 
their own 
particular 
problems aud those which most inter­ 
est them; and to become a distinct 
power in deciding all questions of 
vital concern to every citizen regard-

Non-Partisan Solution Under 
Hoover Leadership.

Agricultural Situation, He Ex­ 
plains, Is of Deep Economic 
Importance to Citizens.

W. F. S c h il lin g recently addressed the Lions club at Aitkin 
and so important are the thoughts conveyed that we take the lib­ 
erty of quoting in full from the Aitkin Independent Age. 
The main point brought out by Mr. Schilling is that oleomai 
geline and booze are foes of the dairy business. Bring back liquor 
and you reduce the consumption of milk. 
Leave a larger supply 
of milk on hand and more butter will be made with a consequent 
depression of the butter market. 
The materials which go into the making of oleomargerine 
seem to escape the tariff. They should be taxed, in justice to the 
farmer who competes with the substitute by furnishing honest, to 
goodness butter. 
“This is a dairy country and state and county and practically 
all of the outside money that is brought into your town is from 
the marketing of butterfat,” said Mr. Schilling. 
“Your cream­ 
eries paid out last year about $500,000 in cash to its patrons, 
which went into circulation in the local community and was dis­ 
tributed in paying bills and enriching the entire community, yet 
it did not deplete your farms one bit and even made them better. 
“If I were a merchant here and wanted to do the most possi­ 
ble for the farmers I would refuse to sell oleomargerine in my 
store as it is a cheap imitation of the real article and contains 
scarcely any food value as a food product and is made from copi a 
and other vegetable oil that are produced in vast quantities in the 
Orient at a cost oi only very cheap labor and a trained monkey. 
“Our farmers work hard, must buy clothes, fuel and food and 
pay taxes to support our schools and roads. 
“There is a tariff of 12 cents per pound on butter to protect 
the farmer from foreign competition yet there is no tariff on the 
millions of pounds of copra that comes in from the South Sea Is­ 
lands to make an interior product to compete with our farmers 
butter. 
“Soon there may be a surplus of butter and then there may 
be a cry from farmers to have a McNarv-Haugcn bill to equalize 
conditions at home and abroad. 
A much better plan would be for 
those interested iii our farmers now to eat their product and also 
to teach farmers as well to eat their own product.” 
Mr. Schilling also said that the consumption of milk in Amer­ 
ica was 43 gallons per capita for three years before the enactment 
of the Volstead Act and immediately after the enactment of thai 
act it jumped to 55 gallons per capita and has been climbing ever 
since until it is now 59 gallons. 
“How does that affect our farmers?” asked Mr. Schilling. “ It 
is just this, 
it all that extra milk consumed had been put into 
butter we would have a surplus of butter today and consequently 
lower prices.” 
lf people in the restaurants oi America had been drinking 
beer instead of milk last year 509,000,000,000 pounds more milk 
would have been left to go into butterfat. 
In spite of what your 
politics may be this is an economic reason for prohibition thai 
cannot be overlooked in the interest of our dairy business.”

H ere's an interesting record: The Republicans in 1911 put a 
tariff' duty on butter of 6 cents a pound. 
The Democrats in 1914 
reduced it to 2 
cents a pound.

creased it to 8 cents a pound, and President Coolidge raised it to 
12 cents a pound. 
As against Australia, which pays a bonus of 
6 cents a pound, the duty is now 18 cents.
